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TOWN FINANCES AND SCRIPT 

At the last meeting of the Town 
C ouncil, a comparative report of fln- 
ancinl conditions of the Town for the 
1031 sea m to the end of August, and 
fhj same period of 1032 was present¬ 
ed for the perusal of the Council. 

The report is interesting from many 
srtand points, and will give a clear 
id a of what the issue of Negotiab e 
ar..1 Non '.‘ogotiable Script has done 
for the Town of Raymond since its 
introduction early in the year. The 
issue was not decided upon until the 
legal aspects of the thing had been 
thoroughly gone into, and all the 
wrinkles and probable loopholes look¬ 
ed after. There wore many ideas re¬ 
garding it. and a great d?al of fear 
or. the pert of many that with the 
Negotiable Script, especially, it woul,j 
colic t in great quantities and when 
th.' tim. arrived for redeeming it on 
Tan Uh, 1933. there would be many 
thousands of dollars for the Towm to 
redeem. The report will show that 
this is not the case. 

We are not arguing that issuing 
Script is a cure all for financial qu?s 
ttons. We merely say that it has 
aided greatly in the financing prob¬ 
lems of Raymond’s Town Council. The 
beginning of the year found the Town 
treasury drained. The credit at the 
Bank was not any too good, because 
of the lean years in 1930 and 1931. 
Tax collections had been slow, and it 
looked that the Town would cither 
have to curtail very greatly the pub¬ 
lic services rendered, or else find a 
substitute for cash. The latter course 
was adopted, and at the present the 
f nances of the Town are in very 
good condition and all due to the use 
of S i.pi. 

Now for a few items from the re 
P • t submitted: 

J'ayntrts on Town Taxes up tc 
ScpteKbei 1 st, this year were $ 12 ,- 
932.71; as against $1,376.27 for the 
same period last year. Business Tax 
payments this year are $3,269.27; last 
year s at this time there had been paid 
only $68.00. Payments • on * School 
Tax** arc $9,639.91 for 1932, as com¬ 
pared to $2,797.74 for tfiq .same per. 
ixi of 1931. And in 1932 Bank Loans 
have only been $14,000.00 against 
$39,527.45 for the same period last 
year. We arc also informed that de¬ 
benture payments have been met as 
they came due, nothing is owing on 
current borrowings, and even in the 
face of present conditions, last year’s 
borrowings have been reduced some, 
w hich we think, is very good busines. 

While increases are shown in al¬ 
most every departmental expense, 
these have all been met and cared for 
as they come due, and still the Town 
is carrying on. The use of Script has 
made this possible to such an extent 
and in brief it amount to just this. 
A great deal of non-negotiable has 
been issued, and of course, this is mer 
ely endorsed back to the Town, and 
credit given on Taxes, Water pay¬ 
ments, etc., .that are collected by the 
Town. The negotiable script has 
mostly found its way into the stores 
up and down the street .and gener¬ 
ally been endorsed by the merchants 
back to the Town, hence the increase 
in Tax payments. 

Tnere are many criticisms levelled 
at the Script system. It is not as 
good as cash, we admit, but if the 
cash is not available, and it has not 
been, script makes a very satisfactry 
svjbtitute, or at least has don e so 
far, and from present indications it 
could be introduced into municipal 
finances to a much greater extent 
than has been done so far. But we 
are not going to attempt to argue 
these points out now. 

So far as we can see the needs of 
the people in the Town have been 
met very well in the use of Script. It 
is given to the Town employees, and 
they turn it over to the Merchants 
for goods, and the merchants on their 
part either pay it in on Taxes, or pass 
It on to their employees, and the 
employees pay taxes and water rates 
with it. Or there are men in the 
town selling coa>, etc., who find it 
very convenient to take Script 
and use it for the purchase of Groc¬ 
eries, Clothing, etc. So we say, as 
long as It Is serving satisfactorily as 
a medium of exchange in these tim¬ 
es, it is worth carrying on. 

Thcr e is no question but what the 
increase in Tax payments is very 
largely due to the use o i Script, and 
so long as the Town and others re¬ 
ceive full value in its use, all should 
be satisfied. 


Which is better, to have a debt cf 
$35,000 or more at the Bank and no 
Tax collections, curtailment of public 
services, and continual worry on the 
l art of the City Fathers. Or, have 
bank accounts square, or nearly jc*, 
a good share of the taxes in, and ev¬ 
erything moving smoothly. Think it 
over. 

And, while we are on It, wouldn't 
Script have helped greatly in prevent 
Inf the present catastrophe In the 
School situation? Why has it n t 
been used to some extent in the fin¬ 
ancing of our schools? Were the 
. teachers unwilling to accept part t f 
their wages in Script, or have they 
never been approached on th e mat¬ 
ter? How much of it could be ab¬ 
sorbed in the School expenses? And 
how much interest could the Town 
save each year by Its use In the op¬ 
eration of the Schools? 

We would not attempt to answer 
all of these questions, but it Is a field 
for study on the part of those who 
are interested, and we would wel¬ 
come correspondence pro and con on 
the matter. Elections are not far 
away, and it is more than likely that 
Script and its continuance will be a 
question again next year. Mr. Tax¬ 
payer and voter, how much do you 
know about it?

PREPARING PULLETS FOR THE 
LAYING CONTESTS 

It is most important that pullets 
intended for Egg Laying Contests 
should be of good parentage. Many 
and varied arc th e factors which go 
to make up what might b c called 
good parentage, but the outstanding 
ones in this particular instance are 
constitutional vigour, fecundity and 
normal size for the breed. The prob¬ 
lem of breeding high producing birds 
is a most intricate one, and what n*p- 
] ears to be an excellent mating may 
not produce the desired results. The 
cautious breeder always uses tried 
and proven males mated to fcma’es 
of good breeding which are capable 
of producing chicks that will live and 
grow to maturity in normal time, 
and if a test can be secured on the 
fecundity of the daughters of such 
mating so much the better. 

Factors other than heredity may 
affect egg production. Two of the 
most common drawbacks in the »3C 
uring of egg production from well 
bred pullets ore lack of freedom from 
disease or parasitic infection and im 
proper feeding. 

There is an abundance of evidence 
available from th? Egg Laying Con 
test conducted at the Experiments! 
Farm at Ottawa, and nt the various* 
Branch Farms throughout the Dom j 
inion to convince everyone connected 
with the work that it is useless to 
attempt to get high egg production 
from birds which are hosts for either | 
disease? or parasitic infection even 
though the birds are from good par 
r-ntage and well fed from the time of i 
batching until the Content commences j 
The Registration Inspector has no 
doubt advised every breeder working 
under the Registration Policy to rear 
all chicks on clean ground each year. I 
and if you have not done so up until 
the present and have been fortunate 
enough to have escaped trouble next 
spring would be an opportune t ime to 
start rearing chicks on clean ground. 
Ccp*y the examp’c already in operat 
ion on all wall regulated poultry 
farms. Parasites of any kinj are 
much more easily handled by the 
rotation of the rearing ground than 
by any other known plan, and the 
practice is v ithin the reach on al¬ 
most every poultrynmn. 

Proper feeding is a gigantic under 
taking, and while it is not diffcult 
to rear chickens to the laying stage, 
it is quite another matter to raise 
them properly. Pullets intended fer: 
the Egg Laying Contest should be 
hatched at the proper time so that 
they will develop normally and 1 c 
ready to commence laying tow'ard the 
latter part of October or early in 
November. It is most important that 
the pullet be well born, that she be 
reared normal y, and not forced to 
grow to attain size in too short a 
time, or on the other hand that she 
bc held back when she comes to the 
laying period. Forcing pullets ha* a 
tendency to result in early maturity, 
small eggs and small bodied birds 
Holding pullets back very often 
spoils them by forcing a moult an I 
seriously affecting egg production. 
Roar the pul’ets normally and results 
will be more promising. 

The most important factor in the 
rearing cf good stock Is to make 
sure that it in of gcod parentage. 
Breed only from females of known 
high production and from tried and 
proven males. The pojltryman is 
more lilio’y to get pullets which will 
lay well if something is known of 
the potential breeding value of the 
sire and dam than by the picking of 
a pen of pullets at random from a 
’urge flock.
